ALBANY, N. Y , June 29.—“There It 
to.” 
These were the three words that 
made political 
history

morning when Governor Al Smith,« 
sitting in the Blue Room of the exe­ 
cutive mansion heard the secretary of 
the Democratic National Convention 
at Houston announce over the radio 
the switch of Ohio votes that assured 
him his party nomination for presi­ 
dent It was a typical Al Smith ex­ 
pression. 
Seated in his home before his ra­ 
dio set, surrounded only by his friends, 
the Governor seemed like a boy as 
the news came, punctuating the radio 
announcements with puns and Smlth- 
esque remarks. Then he was cheered 
by neighbors and greeted by hundreds 
who called him “Al,“ in an amaalng 
demonstration which shattered 
the 
early morning quiet of this old Dutch 
city. 
Issues Statement 
“There it is,” said Al Smith, the 
man. Here is what Alfred E. Smith, 
Governor of New York, presidential 
candidate of the Democratic party, 
gave out as his official statement. 
“My nomination on the first ballot 
fills me with Joy and satisfaction 
that I know is shared by my family 
and friends. My heart is where my 
palate ought to be.“ 
This was addressed to a milling, 
shouting, almost delirious crowd of 
a thousand men and

swarmed over the lawns of the exe­ 
cutive mansion and crowded up to 
the very front steps of the home of 
the New York Governor. 
“The returns in the

From a small political be­ 
ginning, he traced “fighting Joe’s” 
career from minor offices in Arkansas, 
to the governorship of the state, and 
finally to W ashington, where he has 
now been leader of his party in the 
senate for several years.

David I. W alsh seconded the 
nom ination in the name of his state. 
“This 
convention,”

Senator 
Walsh, “has broken a precedent in 
the choice of a candidate for the 
presidency. 
Let us not hesitate to 
shatter another precedent in the se­ 
lection of our candidate for vice 
president.” 
He referred to the fact th a t Demo­ 
cratic conventions never go south for 
candidates. 
The party he continued, has named 
a m an for the presidency who rose to 
the heights by his own unaided ef­ 
forts and how better to drive home 
the principle th a t wealth and posi­ 
tion should play no part in the nom i­ 
nation of candidates, he asked, then 
to give him a running m ate who is 
also a self made man. 
Senator Walsh, him self a Catholic, 
paid glowing tribute to his colleague’s 
fairness and ability in the leadership 
of th » senate. 
“And I ask this convention to give 
to Governor Sm ith a vigorous, an ef­ 
fect, a brave and as capable a p art­ 
ner as I know him to be.” 
W alsh said he was entirely willing 


to take up the sarcastic challenge of 
Sen. George ft. Moses, the Republican 
chairm an at K ansas City, to “Bring 
on

will slaughter them .” 
“T hat was an unblushing challenge 
from the powerful few who have been 
beneficiaries of Republican misrule.

and his move to shorten up proceed­ 
ings was greeted with a howl of ap ­ 
proval.

BOSTON, June 29.—Aviation ex­ 
perts and enthusiasts are 
pointing 
with pride to the aviation and air­ 
port policies of New England. Only 
a few years ago. ^Jrporta were a nov­ 
elty in the section. 
Today, practic­ 
ally every city has at least one, and 
towns and even villages are rapidly 
acquiring the habit. 
Through the initiative of the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce of Portland, Me., 
that city will soon have a new air­ 
port of 220 acres. It is expected that 
the port will 
be 
completed 
next 
month. 
The new airport was acquired by 
members of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, Its expenses also being under­ 
written by them. The total cost of 
the field is estimated at $75,000, of 
which $10,000 represents the cost of 
the field. The field will be open for 
public use on a commercial basis, the 
city having no connection with it. 
It will be fully equipped according to 
the most modern standards. 
Aerial Carnival 
An aerial carnival for June 23 at 
the new airport at Beverly, Mass., 
was arranged by the flying enthusi­ 
asts of the North Shore. 
A private airport has been estab­ 
lished at Plainvllle, Mass., which it 
is expected the cities of North Attle­ 
boro, Wrentham and Plainvllle will 
aid in developing. 
Preliminary steps toward a first 
class airport for Bar Harbor and 
Mount Desert Island, Me., were tak­ 
en at a recent meeting of the Board 
of Trade at Bar Harbor.

airway beacon in Providence, R. I., 
will be in operation soon and will be 
visible from 10 to 80 miles.

Not even the most enthusiastic and 
radical supporter of Governor Smith 
had expected any more than that. Nor 
had the wildest of the Smith people j 
anticipated the spectacle of southern 
states seeking to change their votes 
before the final result could be a n ­ 
nounced, seeking footholds on a T am ­ 
m any bandwagon 
in the end all of the state standards 
from southern states were found in 
the aisles marching behind those from 
the North and West, and many of 
the southern delegations in step. For 
example, the final records will show 


that 23 of Tennessee’s 24 votes were 
cast for Smith on the first ballot. And 
half of Mississippi’s. 
There were some die-hards among 
the southern states, of course. Texas, 
Alabama, Georgia, the two Carolinas, 
Florida, were recorded as casting no 
votes for Smith.

reached 
crescendo proportions 
when the sardonic, satiric “Jim” Reed, 
of Missouri, smiling through his disa­ 
ppointment, faced 
the 
convention 
which had refused him, pledged 
his 
support to the ticket, and in a char­ 
acteristic speech denounced 
Herbert 
Hoover as “a renegade 
American,” 
and sarcastically invited the movie 
magnates to “re-enstate Fatty Ar- 
buckle so he could fire Will Hays.” 
He stood there. 
The silver haired. 
Fiery Missourian. 
A loser at 69, but 
he faced It smilingly and with a plea 
for harmony. 
He had bitter words 
—but they were for Republicans, not 
Democrats. 
“My fingers.” he said, “have never 
scratched a Democratic ticket. Since 
, I was 18 I supported the Democratic 
ticket in every 
campaign. 
I 
have 
voted for men who have been my per- 
| sonal enemies. 
I 
have 
supported 
platforms that were not to my liking. 
I call upon every Democrat in the 
United States, and I shall continue to

; and all other provisions of the Federal 
Constitution and all laws 
enacted 
I pursuant thereto.” 
The drys were satisfjed because It 
commits Governor Smith to rigid en­ 
forcement of the law by name; the 
wets wrere satisfied because it does not 
prevent the Governor, in the event 
of his election from recommending 
modification of the law. Such diver­ 
gent opinions as Gov. Albert C. Rit­ 
chie of Maryland and Senator Carter 
Glass of Virginia were reconciled on 
this point, and both assured the con­ 
vention of it. 
The Smith people perhaps were bet­ 
ter satisfied of the two. 
They were pleased because they be­ 
lieve the dry Demorcrats will look at 
the platform and be satisfied; they 
were pleased because they believe the 
wets, both Democratic and Repub­ 
licans, will look at Governor Smith 
and vote for him. 
For a little while, after the official 
figures had confirmed the figuring on 
the floor with respect to the nomin­ 
ation, the scene In the big tabernacle 
was reminiscent of Madison Square 
Garden in one of Its wild moments. 
The aislef were filled with hysteri­ 
cal people, marching, sweating, yell­ 
ing, in a delirium of political 
and 
emotional 
ecstacy.

it an unforgettable spectacle, a sort 
of combined circus, county fair, car­ 
nival—and riot. 
The riot part was furnished by the 
quarreling of some of the southern 
delegates, Mississippi, Tennessee, Ok­ 
lahoma. 
In the first two there were 
scuffles that approached the edge of 
fights, and the alert Texas cops dash­ 
ed in to the rescue. 
The official history won’t record it, 
but when the roll call ended Gover­ 
nor Smith was barely short of the 
nomination. 
He had 724 2-3 votes, 
as against 733 1-3 necessary to nom­ 
inate. 
Ohio, which had cast her 48 votes 
for Atlee Pomerene on the first bal­ 
lot, hfiid an agreement with the Tam­ 
many leaders that If Ohio votes were 
needed at the oonclusion of the roll 
call they would be forth-coming be­ 
fore the result could be announced. 
Scarcely had big Pat Haltigan called 
and recorded two votes for Smith in 
the Virgin Islands than Ohio came 
to the front. 
Forty-five of the Buckeye state’s 
48 votes were switched immediately 
and this sent Smith across with votes 
to spare, but the rumble of the band 
wagon was already rumbling.

states, 
Indiana 
included, 
wanted to follow the Ohio example 
and it took half an hour for them all 
to get aboard.

HARRISBURG, June 28—The old 
atone church located at the Green - 
■wood public camp in the Logan elate 
1orest recently was rededicated. This 
historic church was built in 1867 of 
native stone and the structure is as 
solid today as when first built. 
When the Logan Iron & Steel com­ 
pany at Greenwood Furnace was in 
operation it was found necessary to 
erect a building to hold religious 
services. 
The company donated the 
land and much of the material that 
went into the building of the church, 
with the understanding that it should 
be intact so long as they used it for 
religious purposes and that the title 
should revert to the original owners 
when abandoned as a place of wor­ 
ship. 
With the closing of the furnace in 
1901 practically all the families mov­ 
ed away and the church was aban­ 
doned. The company land, including 
the church property, was sold to the 
commonwealth for use as a state for­ 
est in 1903. This church was vacant 
for more than 20 years and was used 
by District Forester T. Roy Morton foi 
a store house for tools and equipment 
of the Greenwood State Forest Tree 
nursery. With the advent of the au­ 
tomobile and the establishment of the 
recreational area at Greenwood Fur­ 
nace, it was evident that a church was 
heeded in this locality, and that if 


the old church was restored for a I 
place of worship it would again serve 
its original purpose. 
During the past year the personnel; 
of the Logan state forest district com­ 
pletely renovated the building 
by 
painting the inside and outside wood­ 
work, 
repairing the windows and 
doors. The Rev. O. V. Poulson of the i 
Methodist church of Huntingdon, ac­ 
companied by a quartet, came to the 
old stone church and rededicated It 
with appropriate exercises. Many of 
the older residents 
were 
presen*, 
among whom was the Rev. John 
Horning of Huntingdon, who witness- j 
ed the original dedication 61 years 
ago. The Rev. M. B. Long of the En- 
nisville charge and the Rev. Marshall 
C. Piper, a former pastor of the 
church, were also present and par­ 
ticipated in the exercises. 
Long before the announced time for 
the services, the church was packed 
to its utmost capacity and a greater j 
number who could not get in but j 
crowded around the windows on the 
outside and joined in the services. It I 
is estimated that more than 1200 peo- j 
pie were present. 
After the services 
they enjoyed the recreation features! 
of th Greenwood public camp. 
The Greenwood Forest Tree nursery, ] 
with an annual output of two and 
one-half million trees, adjoins th e !
